A Letter to the States General from their Field 
uties. 
and Mighty Lords, 
E had the Honour to acquaint your High 
Mightineffes, that the confederate Army would 
decamp the next Day from Borchloen, to march di- 
rectly towards the Enemy who at that Time as we 
were inform’d were come and~encamp’d between 
Tirlemont and pe We were of Opinion 
their Army would not ftand ours, but they made 
one March towards us, and pofted themfelves very 
sdvantagioufly between Ramley and Pouwis. On 
Sunday Morning we difcover’d the Enemy, and the 
confederate Army being drawn up in Battalia about 
‘1a Clock, began to attack them, which was done 
with fo much Courage and good Order, that about 
half an Hour paft 3 the Enemy began to give 
Ground, and foon after were put toa total Rout. 
The Glory the confederate Army acquir'd is fo 
much the greater, for thar the Enemy were pofted 


- very advantagioufly, and as the Prifoners report were 


76 Batrallions and 140 Squadrons ftrong, the Troops 
of the King of France’s Houfhold included ; fo that 
their Army was fuperior to that of the Allies. The 
Fight lafted two Hours and an Half, with extraor- 
dinary Fury ; and our Troops endur'd a terrible 
Fire, but by their Bravery and good Order, fur- 
mounted all, and gain’d avery great and glorious 
Vidory. My Lord Duke of Marlborough, by his 
wife and laudable Conduct, and by his. great and 
eminent Courage, and alfo the Field-Marhhal, ani- 
mated the other Generals and Officers of the Army, 
who all without Exception, of what Nation foever, 
attack’d the Enemy with the utmoft Bravery and 
Unanimity ; and thereby, under God, to whom the 
higheft Praifes are due, obtain’d this great Victory. 
Great Part of the Enemy’s Cannon is taken : Several 
Generals and Officers of Note are Prifoners, among 
them a Lieutenant-General, 2 Majors-General, the 
Son of the Marfhal de Tallard, M. de Montmorency, 
and many other Officers and Soldiers whofe Names 
are not yet known to us. One Regiment cf Dra- 
goons took 16 or 17 Colours and Standards, and 
many more were taken befides. Great Part of their 
Baggage was likewife taken at Judoigne. On our 
Side, the young Prince of Heffe, Collonel, and M. 
Benting, were kill’d in the Bartle, after having given 
fignal Proofs of their Valour : We fhall take the 
firft Opportunity to fend your High Mightineffes a 
perfect Lift, and other Particulars. Notwithftand- 
ing the confederate Army had endui’d fo hard a Fire 
and fo much Toil, they purfued the ftying Enemy 
till 10 a Clock laft Night, when they encamp’d on 
the Field, and at 2 this Morning began to march a- 
gen: We are now come to Doornick and Beurcom, 
and fhall proceed forwards after the Enemy. 

We congratulate your High Mightineffes on this 
great and glorious Victory, and befeech Almighty 
God, to blefs your Arms with further Succefs, and 
Keen your High Mightineffes under his holy Pro- 
tection. We are, &c.

Dyle, which we had determin'd to attempt this Moxr- 
ning ; but the Enemy have thought fit to {pare us 
that Trouble, having left us an open Field, by their 
Retreat towards Bruffels; fo that with double Joy 
I have the Honour to write this Letter to your Hi 
Mightineffes from Louvain , where for the Good of 
the common Caufe I had long with’d to be. 

Tis certain all the Generals, Officers ard Sol- 
diers, did all that was poffible for Men to do on this 
glorious Occafion ; and their Conduct and Bravery 
cannot be fufficiently extoll’d: I make no Doubt 
Your High Mightinefles Deputies and Monfeur d’ 
Auverquerque have given this juft Honour to your 
own Troops, and that your High Mightineffes will 
feek Occafions to acknowledge and reward the Merit 
of fo many brave Men. 

I have chofen Collonel Chanclos, to carry this 
acceptable News to your High Mightineffes, as well 
for his Merit the laft Campaign , <s for the Service 
he has now done the State: He will inform your 
High Mightineffes from Point to Point of all that has 
pafs’d, and of the prefent Condition of the Enemy, 
whom we are refolv'd to follow; taking the utmoft 
Pleafure, by giving Proofs of inviolable Regard for 
your High Mightineffes Interefts, to fatisfy you thar

The Prince and Duke of Marlborongh: 
A Letter to the States General from Monfieur d’ 
Auverquergue. 
High and Mighty Lords, 
My Lords, 
ON Whit-Synday the 23d Inftant, God Almighty 
was pleas’d to favour the Arms of the State and 
of its Allies with a compleat Victory over the Ene- 
my ; for which Praife and Thanks are due to his 
often experienc’d Goodnefs. I had the Honour to 
fend M. de Waffenaar to your High Mightineffes, 
humbly to congratulate you upon this great Victory, 
and give you a particular Account of the Action. 
We ufe all poflible Diligence to profecute vigoroufly 
this eminent Advantage to the common Caufe. This 
Morning we pafs'd the Dyle, and encamp'd with 
Louvain in our Rear. On our Approach the Enemy 
retir'd, and are at prefent encamp’d on the other fide 
of the Canal of Bruffels near Grimberg. I muft 
give your High Mightineffes my Teftimony of the 
Valour and Faithfulnefs of your Troops, and of 
our Generals and Subaltern Officers, as they well 
deferve : They had truly a great fhare in the win- 
ning of this Victory. The Englifh and Auxiliary 
Troops, acquitted themfelves with no lefs Honour 
and Bravery. My Lord Duke of Marlborough, bas 
acted like himfelf, by doing all thar could be ex- 
pected of a great Captain, The Enemy have 
fuffer’d very great Lofs: Abundance of them were 
kill'd, but I cannot yet fend your High Mightineffes 
the exact Number: They fav’d but 2 or 3 of their 
Cannon, the reft, being full 50 Pieces, fell into our 
Hands. We likewife took at leaft 60 Colours or 
Standards ; and made 200 of their Officers Prifoners, 
befides what were taken by the Englith. I have fer 
at Liberty thofe Officers that we took, on their Pa- 
role to return in 3 Months, becaufe many of them 
were wounded, and fome of them, by the Chance 
of War, had been ftripp'd of their Cloaths. Of 
common Prifoners we have at leaft 3000, ay 
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hawe fent by the Way of Liege to MaeMricht, to be 
feveral Places. We have loft feveral 
Officers of Diftinction, particularly Prince Lewis of 
Heffe,Collonel of Foot. I thall caufe a perfect Lift to 
be made out of the Officers and Soldiers we had kill’d 
or wounded in this Adtion, and fend it to your High 
Mightineffes. I hope and pray, that God will con- 
tinue his Llcffings on the Arms of the State and its 
Allies, till the wifh’d for End be attain’d. Iam of 
Opinion, that the Army ought now to be reinforc'd 
and made as ftrong 2+ is poflible, that we may main- 
rain our Advantages, 2nd improve them ; and that 
for this purpofe fic Troops thould be drawn out of 
the Garrifons, ‘eeing they are at prefent in no man- 
net of Danger; and cac the Enemy exert their ut- 
moft Efforts co ftrengthen thenifelves. ‘The Marfhal 
de Marfin will ina Day or two joyn them with a 
great Detachmenr. I remain with much Refpect,

From the Camp at Grimberg, May 27. On Monday 
the 24h Inftanr, my Lord Duke of Marlborough 
having order'd the Army to encamp at Bavechien for 
the Refrethment of the Troops, and made a Difpo- 
ficion fur their March the next Morning by break 
of Day, in Order to force the Paffage of the Dyle, 
receiv'd Advice in the Night thac the Enemy had 
quitted their Camp and abandon’d Louvain, and 
were retir'd towards Bruffels, Whereupon the 
Bridges being laid over the Dyle near Louvain, we 
put a Detachment of 500 Men into that Place, 
arid the whole Army pafs'd over the next Day 
about Noon, and took the Camp of Bethlem, 
from whence we continued our March early Ye- 
fterday Morning towards Bruflels: My Lord Duke 
had foon Notice that the Enemy had likewife 
quitred that Place and Mechlen, and were retir'd 


towards Aloft. 


About to a Clock the Marquis of 'Deinfe Gover 
nour of the City of Bruffels, fent a Letter to my 
Lord Duke, intimating thar the Eftates of Brabanc 
were deficous to wait on bis Grace at the Time 
he thould appoint : Upon which his Grace fent them 
a Compliment by Callonel Panton in his own and 
the Ficld Deputies Names, letting them know he 
fhould be glad to fee them at Four a Clock in 
the Afternoon : At which Hour came a Deputation 
from the faid Eftates of Brabant, another from 
the Soveraiga Council, anda third from the Magi- 
ftrares of the City :_ They all exprefs’d great Satis- 
faction at our happy Succefs, and Arrival in their 
Neigibourhood. His Grace writ Letters to thofe 
‘Three Bodies, to invite them to confider their own 
Entereft, and ro own their Lawful Sovereign King 
Cherles tte Third. They were to Affemble in order 
to itto Day, and in the Evening the Magiftrates of 
Mechlen came likewife to Compliment his Grace 
and tomake their Submiffion. 

- This Morning the Army continued their March 
from Dighem Camp, and having pafs’d the Canal 
of Buffels, came and Encamp’d at this Place. 

My Lord Duke has fent General Churchill, with 
Four Bartallions, and Two Squadrons of Horfe, 
to Command in Bruffels. | 

The Retreat of the Enemy in fach Confternation, 
together wich rhe great Number of Officers and Sol- 
diers who have becn fince difcover’d to be Prifoners 
among our Troops, and Wounded in the Places 
through which we March’d, with their abandoning 
the whole Country, makes their Lofs much greater 
than it was at firft thought to be. 

By our hefty Purfuit of the Enemy, they wete 
oblig’d to leave a great many Wounded Officers at 
Bruffels, among others, the Count de Horne Lieute- 
nant General, and the Eer] of Clare Major General ; 
the latrer Dy’d Yefterday of his Wounds. 

This Evening the Deputation from Braffels that 
came to the Camp Yefterday, return’d and brought 
his Grace three feveral Inftruments in due Form, 
one from the Three Eftates, the other from the 
Soveraign Council, and the Third fromthe City,

Hague, May 28. The Enemy abandoning Louyaiy 
on the approach of the Army of the Allies to pais 
the Dyle ; left behind them very large Magazines 
of Corn, Forrage, and Ammunition ; They like. 
wife left many of their wounded ‘thei’, With an 
Hofpita! very well furnifh'd. The French having al- 
fo quitted Bruffels, on our Army’s advancing that 
Way, the People burnt the Duke of Anjou’s PiGute, 
The Enemy’s Army haye ‘pofted themfelves near 
Aloft behind the Rivet Dender. The Duke. of 
Marlborough having pa(s’d the Canal of Bruffels, 
was at Afch the 27th, being wholly bent on purfu- 
ing the Enemy, who are in the greateft Confterna- 
tion. Orders are fent to 15 Battallions and Severa! 
Squadrous of our Garrifons, to march out and rein. 
force our Army in Brabant or in Flanders, and Ge. 
neral Fagel fer out to Night for the latver ; a greaz 
Number of Barks and Boats are order'd to be hit'd, 
and their Rendezvous is appointed at Dorr. | 

From the Anifterdam Ccurant, dated May 25, 
_ Antwerp, May 27. Louvain, Bruffils, Mechlen, 
and Lier, have open’d their Gates to the viGorinus 
Confederates. Ycfterday about 12000 Men came 
into this City, among them the Garrifons of Lice 
and Mechlen ; and more are expected: We are in 
Apprehenfion of a deftructive Siege, for. the French 
give out they will defend this Place and Ghent to 
the Jaft Extremity ; fo that we arte in an unfpeak- 
able Confternation. Ia the Battle, the Troops of 
the King’s Houfhold, the Swifs and Alfatisn Regi 
ments, the Horfe of Touloufe, and others of the 
beft Troops, fuffer’d moft : And thofe who faw the 
Army before the Action, fay there never was before 
{c fine a Fach Army in thefe Parts. 


Yefterday morning Captain -Pitr, Aide. de:Camp 
to the Duke of Marlborough, arriv’d from Brabant 
He came from the Camp at Grimberg on Fridat 
laft, and reports that at his coming away the Magit 
ftrates of Lier had ferit a Depuctation tommy Lord 
Duke, to make their Submiffion dnd detire bit 
Grace’s Protection. That the City of Antwerp hai 
likewife declar’d for King Charles HI, the French 
having quitted that Place at 3 aClock that After 
noon: And that in a Word all: Brabant was intirely 
reduc’d under his: Catholick Majefty’s Obediences 
The French’ were retir’d to Gavet beyond Ghent, not 
above 23000 ftrong,and thofe norhalf of them arm’d, 
having, thrown downtheir Arms in their Flighn .
